ed States, and it devolves upon Congress 
to devise some means of rebel, the mem

"We all feel that the Islands 
belong to 
the United 
States, and that 
no other 
power

aawog senators to the commission 
Mea. They hold to the theory that the 
Senate 
finance 
committee 
and 
the 
Heese committee on banking and cur 
rency 
should deal directly 
with this 
question, and it is probable that the 
fiaanee 
committee 
will take up the 
safaject of currency reform and endeav- 
or to have a proposition to present to 
the Senate soon after the regular

sion begins. If this can be done it will 
forestall the commission. 
It was the 
istatiea of the President

Dr. E. A. Ross 
talked at the Farmers 
Summer School 
this 
afternoon 
on '"How 
Economic 
Changes Pat Xew Strains 
on Public 
Mea." 
He prefaced 
his 
remarks 
by 
saying that his lecture would be 
dl- 
vMed between the realms of economics 
aad polities. 
Continuing, 
he said in part: 
"We 
Sad 
many 
new 
economic 
changes. 
First, there is the rise and growth of 
natural monopolies, 
as railroads, 
tele 
graphs, 
water companies, street cars: 
etc all of which have 
to 
do 
with 
transportation 
and 
communication. 
Next, the great scale of modem indus- 
try leads to the formation 
of a vast 
labor market 
and an increase in the 
nuafcer of men employed. There is the 
basiaess control of capital, as the coal 
oil xaeeopolies and the Sugar Trust. 
The effect of these changes is a draw- 
lag together 
and organization 
of the 
labor interests, 
followed 
by the crea- 
ttoe of a general 
wage level. 
This 
causes a great struggle between capital 
aaai labor, thrusts new and great prob 
lems on the people and the State. 
"The 
great growth 
of corporations 
is interesting 
to notice. 
At present 
fatty 
ooe-foer- th 
of the enterprises 
of 
the United States are under the control 
of corporations. In the corporation, 
in-- 
dlvWao.1 responsibility 
Is lost by the 
separation 
of ownership and manage- 
ment and by divided ownership. These 
changes, compel the State to take up 
new tasks and duties. 
Formerly there 
was ho 'moaopoly and no law was nec- 
essary. "2ow, with great railroads, tel 
egraphs, etc it is absolutely necessary 
,for the State to arbitrate between the 
Qoaopotist and consumer. 
The State Is required to act in mat 
ters in which vast private 
interests 
are concerned and to act by ordlnarv 
iastraents, 
its officials. 
These men 
who represent the public interests 
are 
ae richer or better paid than formerly. 
aad as the role of the State 
widens, 
the interests intrusted 
to its care 
be-- 
coete mere vital and the stronger is the 
pressure of sinister interests to Induce 
aa aetata! to betray his trust. 
Has 
there been anr serious collapse of pub 
He officiate, under this new and exces 
sive strain? Certainly, yes." 
Exaaples proving this were given 
aai results 
shown. 
The only way to 
cure this evil, he argued, is first, to get 
absolutely 
the best men in the com 
munity and see If they will stand the 
strain. To do this we mast keep more 
free from the party collar, and have a 
fester system 
of nominations, 
as by 
petition. 
Men who collapse when not 
properly supported will be heroes when 
staachly upheld by their constituents. 
Every aa must know his friends and 
eaearies. and to insure this, although 
deutorabie, we must 
absolutely 
have 
a very acrid, jealous 
and suspicions 
view of public questions by the people. 
It is the only way to find the best ma- 
terial among men. Lastly, we must in 
crease the number of competent men. 
we must develop a new man by a fuller 
exercise 
of the 
acknowledged 
moral 
farces, education, 
public opinion and 
reHgien.

cated, some of whom, have been 
trained as soldiers

But they speak a dozen or more 
different languages, aud can never 
be banded together as a menacing 
element. 
In a few years their na- 
tive dialects and habits are lost in 
the vast 
English-speakin-

crowd of 
Americans, whose customs, habits 
and speech they adopt. 
2sot so 
with Japanese 
in Hawaii. 
They 
are a separate distiuct class, speak 
ing a language of their own, living 
and doimr business in their own 
peculiarway,andassueh.aro 
a me- 
nace to the peace of the country, 
unless 
controlled 
by 
a stronger 
arm than that of Hawaii. 
Herein 
lies the risk attending tins new ele- 
ment 
of our population, 
which 
must be guarded against in future, 
or Hawaii will become a Japanese 
colony within a very few years.- - In 
the earlier days of Japanese 
mod- 
ernhistory, the people were forbid- - 
dentoleave that country, and very 
few went abroad to remain. 
It was 
this fact that disarmed the negoti 
ators of our first treaty with Japan, 
made in 1S71. 
Neither Alinkter 
Long nor the King's !Gnkters here 
anticipated any change in the 
ex-kti- ng 
regulations, 
and 
therefore 
made no provkion for a contingen 
cy which was never anticipated as 
likely to happen. 
It was the old 
tabu that still existed in Japan 
that removed all suspicion on the 
part of Hawaii, at the time the 
treaty was made. If any one had 
tnen 
seriously 
suggested 
that 
there might soon be an influx of 
Japanese 
to 
Hawaii, he would 
have been deemed an idiot, and 
laughed at by both parties to the 
treaty.
